brought forth by an ordinary Courſe off 


Na*'nre. The Pains of his Soul were un 
{peakable,even unan{werable coo. Chriſt 
remained always, during this Combat, 
perſonally uniced to the Perſon of the

/ red from the Father and the Holy Ghoſt: 


But ic received no Comfort or Af 
itance for a time, to relieve it from 
the full Senſe of God's ſevere Indigna|. 
tion 2gainſt Sin: For as a Soul is nc

when the Body is awake; otherwilf 
than to keep it in Lite ; ſo in this ex 
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pardoning the Thief. . 95 
tream Agony of our Saviour, the Dei- 
ty was not ſevered from the Humane 
Nature; only it did not exercife the 
Actions, to adminiſter Comtore and 
Strength, otherwiſe than to ſupport it 
from being overch;own. The Heavenly 
Father did then forſake his innocent and 
only Son, ani yet was noc the Union 
between them diflolved ; he ditolved 
not the Union, bur withdrew his Viſion, 
and reſtrained thoſe Beams which might.

© did open, and many Bodies of the Saints 
which ſlept aroſe, and came out of the 
Graves, after his Reſurre&ion, and ap- 
peared unto many, Lake 23.

. Humility ro - be baptized among Sin- 
ners, but it was great Glory that the 
Heavens opened, and that the Spiric 
viſibly deſcended upon him. Laſtly, ir 
was great Humility to die upon the

| againſt him, you ſee by what means 
ME ay 
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he is able both co declare his Glory 
and his Power, . when no Man either 


durſt or would open his Mouth in his | 
Defence. - He did but utter his Voice, - 


and Five great and terrible Tongues 
did ſpeak for him : The Sun, which is 
the lively Lamp of the World, the 
Earth, the Rocks, the Veil of the 
Temple, and the Dead, when all Men 


were filent ; the Elements, the Stones, E 


the Dead did fpeak, they all preached 
his Mercies, and thundered forch his 
Threatnings. 


O good Jeſu, it was a great Voice 
indeed, whereat the principal Powers 
of Heaven, Earth and Hell c1'i ſh-cke, 
_ which did aſtoniſh the Living and the 
Dead. As the Cry of our Sins did 
reach to the Juſtice of thy Father, ſo 
did chy Voice reach to his Meicy ; 
Thou Gdidft cry with a great Voice co call 
the Living, and ſummon the Dead ; that 
it any ſhould loſe himſelf, if any would 
not be converted to thee, it ſhould” not 
be becauſe he was not callzd, but becauſe 
he would not come. | 
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But wos he to every Soul which is not

We adore and admire thy Blood, thy 
Death, thy Burial, thy victorious Refur- 
rection, thy Aſcenſion into Glory : By 
theſe we are refreſhed, from thefe we 
draw the Breath of Lite, O our Savi- 
our, we deſire thee only, we offer up 
our ſelves wholly unto thee ; we want 
nothing, we wiſh for nothing but on- 
ly thee; for thou alone arc ſufficient for 
us; thou art our King, our Lord, our 
Tutor, our Governour, our Father, the 
Paradiſe of our Hearts, the Neſt where 
our Souls ſhall reſt for ever, the Haven 
\ wherein we ſhall be faved; the Glags 
wherein we ſhall benold our lc<lves, : the 
Staff that only ftayeth us, the Trez« 
ſure where:o we trult. Who is fo libe- 
ral as he who hath given himſelf for 
ſo vile Creatures ?

O moſt gracious Lord and loving 
Father, who deſpilelt none that comes © ©; 
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” to thee, but doſt rather help them, and 
accompany them, and lead them in the

| 'tue of chy Paſſion, from the death of Sin, 
F. and by the ſame Virtue endow us with 
EF Wiſdom and Strength, that by the one

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becauſe the Day following was an high 7 
Sabbath, and the Law had ordained, . ! 
That the Body of the Offender ſhould 
not hang all Night upon the Tree, the _ - 
Jews deſired of Pilate, that the crucified 
Bodies might not hang upon the Crols, ' 
being very ſcrupulous in ſmall Matters, - 
but had wide and naughty Conſciences- } 
in Matters of Weight. Againſt Jeſus they * 
made particular Suit, that his Sepulcher 
ſhould be made ſure for three Days, leſt 2? 
his Body might be taken away, becauſe 
he had ſaid, thae within three Days he ®* 
would riſe again to Lite. 


| So they buried him in a Garden, cloſe 
adjoining to the City, whereby the Pro- 
vidence of God «id cut off many Cavils 
and Doubts, which- might have been 
made, in caſe his Body had either been 
removed far oft, or ſecretly buried, or left. 
abroad. --- | 


In this Garden Fo/igh of Arimathea, 
in his Lite time had buile his Tomb, 
which doubtleſs tie did, to put himielf 7 
in remembrance of Death, in the very 
micſt of his Delights; but the encombe 
ing this Budy of Jeſus, in this. He :

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= den in the midſt of our chiefeſt De- 


| lights, ſhould make us always mindful of 
his Death, 


* His Body was richly dreffed to the Fu- 
- neral, that the Prophecy of him might

to manifeſt the fame unto us, which he 
” ſfpak2 upon the Croſs, that he had ac- 
{ compliſhed his Charge ; z that the terrible 
, Tempzft of his Sufferings he had fully 
| born; that his Honour and Eſtimation 
was then to follow. 


To inſtru us alſo, that the difference 
between Men and Beaſts doth not deter- 
mine with our Lives, but that the Dead 
are\to have-hon2ſt Reſpe, nor only out 
of particular Kindneſs, or of Blood 3 not 
only out of general Humanity, engraved 

| bythe Finger of Nature in all Mzn, but 

" alſo out of Chriſtian Duty ; part'y in 
| regard of the many Graces imparted to 
the Bodies of Mn in this Life, and part- 

ly to teſftifie our Faith of the Reſurredti- 
| on and Hope ot. Glory in; the Lite to 
come. 
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And alſo his Body was put into a : 
new Sepulcher, wherein nao dead Body 
had been laid before, to the end that his 
Enemies ſhould not ſuſpe& or furmiſe 


thac he raiſed ſome other to Life, as he 4 


did the dead Body of Eizzew, and not - 
hjmfelt. | 


Laſtly, they ſtopped the Mouth ofthe 
Sepulcher with a great Stone, which could 
not without great force and noiſe be rol- 
led away ; they ſealed chis Stone, and. 
ſet a Guard of their own Men at Arms 
about it, to make ſure as they thought, * 
that his Body ſhould not be taken away ; _ -: 
but as it ufoally falleth out, that the Þ}F 
greateſt Enemies of the Truth, are the 
greateſt means to advance it ; fo the Seals 
and Guards did the more evidently ſeal 
the Reſurrection of Jeſus, than all the 
other Circumſtances befides : They did - 
evidently declare, That he was not car- # 
ried to the Sepulcher as a Captive, but * 
that as a Vitor he purſued Death to his 
Cavern and Fort, namely, the Grave : 
And there gave him ſo deadly a Wound, 
that he ſhould be:no more Death, bur 
the Entrance into Lite, 
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But when he that would not deſcend 
from the Croſs, did riſe out of his Grave, 
when he had broken the Chains of Death, 


E when he was returned, with Danze/, out 


of the Lion's Den, and with Fomas, out 
EF of che Whales Belly 3 chey corrupred 
the Watch to ſay, That whilſt they f(leprt 
his Diſciples came and ſtole him away.
